Halvation Army Girla Fly Before the PFire,
Barciooted and Thinly Clad—Cnared for
by People of the Nelghborhood,

The (ire which gutted the Baventy-Nirst Rogl-
ment armory enrly yestorday mornlng wilinot
interfure with the regiment's outing at the
Hinte Uamp which begine on Baturday next,
The flames were conflinad ehlafly to the drill
room and oMcera’ roomn on the third floor.and
the janitot's rooms on the second flonr. ‘The
nrms and nolforms wara storsd In the eom-
nany roome on tho escond floor and escapsd
destruction, Thay are considerably damaged
by water, Lut will do very well for mervice at
Peckskill The regiment bhas loat eonriderable
property,but it {s not of sucli asort astoeripple
its military niovement,

Tha bullding is on Droandway, from Forty-
fourth to Forty-fth street. fronting one hun-
dred feot on the cross sireet. It Is of white
hriek, three stories high, with square towers
at ench end, It belongs to i, T. Ford, whore
Inther buflt it for & market many yeurs ago,
The market was not a aucoess, and about ff-
tesn years ago it was turned Into an armory,
‘I'ne Twallth Regiment ooeupled It bafore the
Beventy-firat movad In seveial yenra ago. The
rtrest foor was cut up into amall shopa, On ths
second floor were the conipnny rooms ant the
inpltor's living npartmenta, The tap floor was
ovcupled by the regimenial drill room, the
Colonel's nunrters, aud the roors of the Onar-
termaater, the drum corps, and tho Doard of
UMcors,

The Nnlvatlon Army also had rooms on the
firet and second floors, with an entrance on
Foriy-lifth a‘reet. This was the “iraining
school” lor the glrl cadeta, whare thoy re-
coived dally lectures in the various arts used
by the Salyationists in converting sonla. There
were twelve eadots liviog on the second floor,
uniler the chnrge ol two experlonced women,
Adjutant May aod Capt. Asnew. The girls
rlopt and rookod and ate in the rovmsa. Se the
fire tackied two milltary bodies when It Legan
operntions In the armory. It satlsfled (tself
with destroying the property of the militia, but
it drave the girls of the Ealvation Army Into
the streets barefooted and In their nlght
dressos,
